Getting Started 

It's easy to get started creating your website. Knowing some of the basics will help. 

What is a Content Management System? 

A content management system is software that allows you to create and manage webpages easily by separating the 
creation of your content from the mechanics required to present it on the web. 

In this site, the content is stored in a database. The look and feel are created by a template. The Joomla! software 
brings together the template and the content to create web pages. 

Site and Administrator 

Your site actually has two separate sites. The site [also called the front end) is what visitors to your site will see. The 
administrator (also called the back end) is only used by people managing your site, You can access the administrator 
by clicking the 'Site Administrator" link on the "User Menu" menu [visible once you login) or by adding /administrator to 
the end of your domain name. 

Log in to the administrator using the usemame and password created during the installation of Joomla, 

Logging in 

To login to the front end of your site use the login form. Use the user name and password that were created as part of 
the installation process. Once logged-in you will be able to create and edit articles. 

In managing your site, you will be able to create content that only logged-in users are able to see. 

Creating an article 

Once you are logged-in, a new menu will be visible. To create a new article, click on the 'Submit Article" link on that 
menu. 

The new article interface gives you a lot of options, but all you need to do is add a title and put something in the 
content area. To make it easy to find, set the state to published.

The boxes around the main content of the site are called modules. You can change the image at the top of the page by 
editing the Image Module module in the Module Manager.

Joomla 3.0 shipped with many features including smart search. Smart Search is 
destined to be the replacement for com_search, which has been since 7+ years. Smart 
Search is disabled by default and you must enable to use it. 

It's worth using Smart Search, as it's big improvement in search content on your Web 
site. I will talk about how to enable Smart Search under Extension chapter. 


Web Links 

The Web Links component allows you to add, edit and remove links to other web 
sites on your Joomla! Web site and organize them into categories. You can display 
these links on your site, and optionally let visitors add new links. 

One way of displaying links on your site is to use the Weblinks module to list links 
from a specific category. Another method is to create a menu item of type Weblinks - 
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List All Web Link Categories or Weblinks - List Web Links in a Category to have a 
page display all Web Links categories, or all links within one Web Links category. 

You can also let visitor submit new web links. You can simply add a Submit a Web 
Link menu item to one of your menus. 


Extensions 

Extensions menu has five elements. This screen allows you to install extension to 
your Joomla site.

If you haven't done testing before here are some tips. 

* Don't delete the installation folder when you finish installing! While we're 
working we turn that security feature off to make it easier to test. 

* Go to global configuration and set Error Reporting to Development (that's 
on the server tab) and enable both debugging and language debugging 
(those are on the system tab). Don't worry when you see " around words 
—that means Joomla translation is doing its job. 

How to test 

* First h do the things you normally do and see if you spot any problems. 

* Look at all of the front end views and record any problems 

* Look at all the back end views and report any problems 
■ See more ideas below 

What to look for 

* Any error messages that say things like Fatal Error or Strict or similar 
things that indicate that something is not working correctly. 

* Untranslated strings. You will know these because they look like this: ? 
STRING. HERE? 

* Problems of rendering— items not aligned correctly, missing or wrong 
images, pages that just don't look right. 

* Unexpected behavior— anything that is working differently than it did in 
2.5. 

Report problems 

If you find a problem please report it to the CMS Issue Tracker. You will need 
to register for a joomlacode.org account if you don't have one. 

More Testing Ideas 

* Pick one module or view and test all of the parameters. 

* Install an extension and see if anything breaks (report to the developer 
unless you are positive it is a core bug). 

* Turn on caching with different options 

* Try different session options 

* Install a language and test all the layouts. 

* Try different environments (like different servers which may have different 
version of PHP) or try you have IIS with MySGLi or SqISrv. With millions of 
users Joomla needs to be ready for unusual environments. 

* Try with SEF URLS on or off and also with Apache rewrite on or off [if you 
are on Apache). 

* Try different combinations of browsers (Chrome, IE, FireFox, Opera to
